A large part of the cotton stored
in the warehouse was owned by
members of the recently formed
Long Staple Cotton association
and was insured.

Jack Ward, a member of a volun

teer fire fighting crew, was fatally
crushed when he was caught under a
gasoline tank which had been hurled
high in the air by an explosion dur-
ing the fire. He died on the way to
the hospital. Ward was married
just a week ago.

Authorities had- - been unable to
night to determine the cause of the
fire which was discovered about 9
o'clock this morning in the rear of a
meat market and cold storage plant.
Aided by a strong wind, the flames
swept rapidly through the business
section, wrecking the building in
which it originated, destroying a
restaurant and a drug store and sev-
eral office buildings. Then they
Jumped across the street and de-
stroyed goods stored in warehouses
belonging to two general mercantile
firms. Two lumber yards, only 200
yards from, the fire, were saved by
hard work on the part of the fire
fighters. A number of lawyers who
had offices in the buildings de-
stroyed, lost their libraries.

About 50 enlisted men of the

United States army, under command
of Capt. Corban Fisher, aided Yuma's
volunteer fire department In fighting
the flames.

Insurance men tonight estimated
the total damage at 250,000.
. The Yuma Wholesale Meat com-
pany, the Stag cafe, the Yuma Prod-
uce company, the Yuma Drug com-
pany and the Morris barber shop
were among the places of business
completely destroyed by the fire. The
Yuma Abstract company lost every-
thing that was not stored In its fire-
proof vaults. It is estimated

loss will be about $50,000.
Seven law offices also were de-

stroyed by the flames, with their li-

braries, among the latter being that
of Robertson and Llndeman. the lar-
gest in this part of the state, valued
at $10,C0o.

The Harry Brownstetter store,
which the flames did not reach, was
badly damaged by smoke and water,
and a number of other buildings
were damaged. It is not known how
much of the total loss of (350,000 is
covered by insurance.

District Attorney Brady said that

Arbuckle had been given a "fair and
honest trial" an4 complimented the

.jurors who held out for conviction as
''having courage and determination."
He was not in court when the Jury
reported.

"I had hoped the Jury would reach
an agreement,' he said. "I confident-
ly expected a verdict of guilty upon
the evidence presented. In my opin-
ion the disagreement does not vin-
dicate Roscoe Arbuckle. A vindica-
tion could come only after a quick
unanimous verdict. It was my duty
to present the facts to a Jury. This
I have done, though opposed by
wealth, power and influence.

Will Hold New Trial
"The court has set Jan. 9 as the

date for a re-tri- al and I will be ready
t time to proceed."
The members of the Jury looked

haggard and worn out when they
filed into the little court room, over
which a deep hush had settled and
took their seats. The foreman,
August Fritze, informed the court it
is physically and morally impossible
tor us to reach a verdict." At the
request of the court he announced
the final ballot division.

""WASHINGTON. Dec. 4 The sixty-se-

venth congress will convene for
its second session tomorrow.

After a ten-da- y rest following the
extra session, house and senate re-
turn to face tasks which leaders pre-
dict will occupy probably seven
months. Nearly a dozen questions
of legislative policy confront the
members, while scores of lesser mat-
ters will be pressed.

President Harding plans to deliver
his message Tuesday. Probably for
the first time in American history
it will be delivered before members
of an International conference. Many
arms delegates are expected to at-
tend.

It appeared highly probable that no
consideration would be given the
naval supply .bill until some indica-
tion is had of probable, results of the
arms conference, while that dealing
with army funds is slated for late
study because it may also be af-
fected.

Panama canal tolls and funding of
the allied debt are the two other
measures which appear to be linked
up with the arms conference in so
far as debate is concerned.

This congress Is the first to deal
with the government's expenditures
In budget form. The house and its
appropriations committee will take
up the combined supply bill with the
expectation, it was said, of having
all of its Items to the senate by
April 5.

Mr. Harding is expected to deal
with the tariff and also may discuss
requirements of the merchant marine
and funding of the allied debt.

Inquiries 'ito the railroad and ag-
ricultural problems have been pro-
gressing several months but neither
can be expected, according to lead-
ers, to take concrete legislative form
for several months.

Reorganization of government bu-

reaus and functions, including the
administration of Alaska, promised
to be a subject at the forefront of
congressional business.

The senate, barring changes in its
program, will turn first to the allied
debt funding bill.

Another proposition before the sen-
ate is the resolution to declare Tru-
man H. Newberry. Republican, the
duly elected senator from Michigan,
and to deny claims of Henry Ford,
Democrat, to the seat.

Unemployed to Ride
Rods to Washington
To Appeal For Help

DETROIT. Dec. 4. Organization of

a national committee on unemploy-
ment which will meet in Washington
within three days to picket the
White House and capitol in an effort
to obtain aid for persons out of work
was completed today at the closing
session of a conference of unem-
ployed.

Members of the committee were in-

structed "to travel in freight cars or
ride the rods to the capital." They
also were instructed to place on ban-
ners they will display appeals for
government aid for unemployed, pen-
sions for aged working men and
women, a reduction in freight rates,
and nationalization of some basic in-

dustry, with consequent apportion-
ment of work.

Spokesmen fcr Packers
Express Belief Ninety-Fiv- e

Per Cent of Men
Will Remain At Work

Republican A. P. Leased Wire
CHICAGO. Dec. 4. Union officialstonight announced that 45.000 union

workers employed in packing plants
would be on strike tomorrow in pro-
test against wage reductions averag-
ing 10 per cent authorized by plant
assemblies under the shop represen-
tation plan in the packing industry.

The strike was called by the Amal-
gamated Meat Cutters and Butcher
Workmen's union. Spokesmen for the
five big packers expressed the belief
that 95 per cent of the workers will
be on the job tomorrow and asserted
that the walk-o- ut will not seriously
affect operation. They said only a
small per cent of the workers were
organized and that positions made
vacant by strikers will be filled Im-
mediately from the unemployed.
Along with these conflicting state-
ments came the assertion of police
officials that "law and order will
reign at the stock yards tomorrow."
Two hundred policemen have been
assigned to duty there.

Four largely attended meetings of
packing employes were held today.
The principal gathering, which was
addressed by Cornelius Hayes, inter-
national president of the Butcher
Workmen's union, drew the largest
attendance and an overflow meeting
was held.

Mr. Hayes reiterated previous
statements in which he condemned
the plant representation plan, assert-
ing that the employes' rep-
resentatives were in reality desig-
nated by the packers and that if
they advocated the interests of the
workers 4n the plant conferences,
they would lose their positions.

"In Kansas City, Kansas." he said,
"the packers are appealing to the
Kansas industrial court for Injunc-
tions to prevent the local officials
there from calling a strike. Yet
wires from that city inform us that
if the other meat centers do as well
as the Kansas City union men, the
strike will be won within a week.
From St. Paul comes the information
that the workers will walk out 100
per cenL The same b'Ids true of
East St. Louis, Wichita and other
points."

PREDICT SIX-WEE- K STRIKE
OMAH, Neb, Dec 4. Nearly 2.000

of the 6,000 packing house workers
of South Omaha, attended a mass
meeting today at which they Are
addressed by Jacob H. Davis, presi-
dent of district No. 5, Amalgamated
Meat Cutters and Butcher Workmen
of North America, and other speak-
ers. Final plans for the conducting
of the strike of packing house work-
ers which is called for 6 o'clock to-
morrow morning e outlined
When Davis asked those in attend-
ance at tho meeting their attitude or
the strike, he said, approximately 9C
per cent of the men held up theii
hands as a token that they favored
the walk-ou- t.

The approximate number of men t
be affected here is 6.000. The plants
affected are: Armour and company.
Swift and company, Morris and com-
pany. Cudahy Packing company, and
the Dold Packing company. Union
officials declare the walkout tomor-
row will be 100 per cent.

Packing house heads repeated to-
night that the walkout will be par-
ticipated in by not more than 14 per
cent.

Union leaders tonight estimated
that the strike probably will last six
weeks. Packing house superinten-
dents estimated all will be over with-
in one week. Colonel L. E. Upton,

Hubbard said he asked how such a
note could be sent to a member of a
jury, and said Olive replied: "Just
give the note to a member or the
sheriff's office."

Hubbard is an attorney. How
Oliva was to carry out the alleged
threat was not made clear.

Other charges of attempted intimi
dation were made by Mrs. Hubbard
against some of the men jurors ana
particularly against August Fritze,
foreman of "the Jury.

Fritze, according to Mrs. Hubbard,
used abusive language to her as did
other men jurors in their attempts to
induce her to change her vote, which
deadlocked the jury for many hours.

"The entire case in the jury room
was the trial of the district attorney's
office, rather than the trial of Ar-
buckle," Mrs. Hubbard said tonight.

Following sharp colloquys between
District Attorney Matthew Brady and
some of the witnesses, Mrs. Hubbard
asserted several jurors remarked in
the jury room that they did not like
the district attorney's methods and
would certainly not yote for Arbu-ckle- 's

conviction.
"This is a cheap attempt at a back-

fire," said Milton Cohen, the only
member of Arbuckle'a counsel who
could be reached tonight "Of course
we know nothing of any attempt to
intimidate any witnesses. We hare
been surrounded since this trial be-

gan by charges of intimidation, wit-
ness tampering and the posesssion of
a million dollar slush fund and the
prosecution has made good on none
of them. It will not make good on
this.

"Tomorrow t expect to be a day of
thrills. I am not saying what we
have up our sleeve, but we have a
few things there and we are going to
let some of them come down."

DELEGATES GET

BRIEF VACATION

WASHINGTON. Dec 4. The arms

conference is at recess until Wed-
nesday, but for most of the delegates
there is no rest from "informal con-

sultations," in which individuals and
small groups exchange views on im-
portant phases.

These interviews are now concerned
chiefly with collateral elements of
the situation, while progress on na-

val ratio awaits word from Tokio.
Far Eastern discussions are to be
resumed by the committee of the
whole Wednesday, but it may be late
in the week before the Japanese have
received instructions warranting a
further step in naval exchanges.

Like deliberations of the lesser
groups, the state of affairs on the
naval ratio remains secret. Even
some delegates are ignorant of what
is in the minds of the naval "big
three" Hughes. Balfour and Kato.

Delay in carrying forwa-- d the
naval discussions is explained by the
time required for the Japanese dele-
gates to communicate with Tokio.
as well as bv the imnortance which
the Japanese attach to this stage of
the negotiations. It is said in Jap-
anese circles that the home off'Hn
doubtless will not desire to forward
a definite statement until thev have
canvassed the sentiment in Japan.

By some Japanese, the ouestion
accepting or rejecting the American
proposal for a -3 naval ratio is
regarded as bringing" Japan face to
face with one of her most important
decisions. Bound up in the problem
are many vital considerations of na-
tional security.

The latest suggestion to gain cur-
rency of unofficial discussion is the
much discussed consoritum of pow-
ers for China may furnish the basis
of a plan by which the power can
unite to aid China financially and
also stabilize political conditions in
the Far East. In authoritative
sources, however, the general atti-
tude is that such questions must be
threshed out along with Far Eastern
discussions.

Emphasizing the importance of the
decision. Japan is making her rep-
resentatives indicated again that
they regard the final outcome of the
naval Question as bearing a close re-
lation to possible abrogation of the
Anglo- - Japanese alliance, and substi-
tution of some agreement which
would include the United Slates and
be the basis of a permanent under-
standing between Japan and this
country..

There were also increasing Indi-
cations that the question of fortifi-
cations In the Far East bore a close
relation in the minds of Japan to na-
tional policy, and therefore, to the
concrete ouestion of how many capi-
tal warships Japan is to be alloted.

JAPANESE BASE

Says One Woman
. Held to Convict

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. gust

Fritze, foreman of the Arbuckle Jury,
issued a signed statement tonight
saying that one of the woman Jurors
who was in the minority refused to
consider the evidence from the begin-
ning and declared that "she would
cast her ballot and would not change
it until hell froze over."

There were two jurors who voted
for conviction, according to Fritze,
His statement follows:

"I make this statement as a duty
to the public.

"There was a tacit understanding
that the members of the jury would
not make ' individual statements. I
have learned since that a number of
the jury have, however, done so, and
I believe as foreman, that it is well
for those interested in the adm'nis-tratlo- n

of Justice that the citizens
of San Francisco should have the
facts. The ten members of the Jury
who voted on the last ballot for ac-
quittal, felt that they voted ou the
evidence fully considering It all.
One of the two minority refused to
consider the evidence from the be'
ginning and said at the opening of
the proceedings that she would cast
her ballot and would not change it
until hell froze over. The other was
fluctuating, some time casting a
blank ballot-i-so- me t'mes X'otlng for
the defense and some times voting
for the prosecution. Considering all
the evidence. It seemed to us that
the prosecution's case was at insul
to the intelligence of the jury. It
asked U3 to substitute conjecture for
facts without showing what had been
done, and asked us to guess what
might have been done and to guess
only one way.

CENT PROPOSALS ON

NT NAVY STRENGTHPRES
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LONDON, Dec. 4. Premier Lloyd

George today received the report of
the representatives of the Dail Elre-an- n

on the government's latest pro-

posals on the Irish settlement. In a
conference between the British min-

isters and the Sinn Fein delegates
the premier and his colleagues were
Informed that the proposals were not
acceptable. They had been given
full consideration by the Dail Eireann
and Dublin but no way had been
found to reconcile differences which
had arisen.

The future Is not considered prom-
ising. Members of the special com
mittee of the British government who
took part in the original conference
are to meet tomorrow for the purpose,
it is believed, of taking some definite
action. Unless an agreement is
reached by tomorrow, it is under-
stood that the government will not
submit its proposals to Sir James
Craig. The Ulster premier will speak
at Belfast Tsday and if no propos-
als have reached him then, will an-
nounce the negotiations ended.

Eamonn de Ylera, who was pres-
ent during tho consideration of the
British proposals at Dublin, spoke
significantly at Galway today, de-
claring:

"Freedom was never won without
sacrifice; the country must be as
prepared now to face sacrifices as
it has been in the past."

The Sinn Fein representatives are
still in 'London and Mr. Lloyd George
has on many previous occasions
shown himself capable of overcoming
what appeared to be an almost insur-
mountable barrier. No official word
has yet been given out that an end
has come to the negotiations.

Premier Lloyd George's difficulty,
it was said. Is that he can not ask
Ulster to agree to any terms which
British opinion would not endorse.
He is firm in the stand that the alli-
ance question can not be abandoned
or camouflaged. The proposal that
the king might be recognized as the
head of a British federation of free
states, but not as a king of Ireland,
was objected to by the British min-
isters.

The crux of the partition was al-

most equally serious. The Sinn Fein
regards Irish unity as fundamental
and was firm that no proposal aimed
at securing Ulster's assent should
prove a possible permanent bar.

The net result in the opinion of the
commentators, will be to throw the
onus of the collapse on the Sinn Fein,
and this will bring back Premier
Lloyd George to the position he as-

sumed before the negotiations that
British law must be maintained and
authority sought for drastic action.
Meanwhile dominance in the Irish ad-

ministration would rest with the mil-
itary. No agreement has been
reached for any prolonged extension
of the truce.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 4. i.ussia
appeared at the Washington confer-
ence tonight in the arrival of a special
deputation from the Far East republic
of Chita, to lay before th-- j powers the
plea of that government for assist-
ance la securing immediate with-
drawal of Japanese troops from
Siberia. Other purposes of the visit,
according to the delegation, are to
open trade relations with foreign
countries, and to secure recognition
for the Chita administration.

"There can be no development of
the country or of development of
trade until Japanese troops are with-
drawn," the delegation declared In a
statement. "The delegation hopes to
be able to present its case to the con-

ference in order to defend the inter-
ests of the Far Eastern republic."

The delegation is headed by A. A.
Yazikoff. advisor of the Far Eastern
government on economic matters; B.
E. Skvirsky. former vice minister for
foreign affairs; P. N. Kuiavaeff,
economist and editor, and G. J. Far-ma- n.

WASHINGTON, Dec 4. Exam-

ination of memoranda submitted by
Japanese experts during conferences
with American officers on the naval
ratio problem shows that the Jap-
anese seized on "the- existing
strength" clause of Secretary Hughes'
proposal as a basis for asserting
claims to at least 70 per cent of
American naval strength.

The Japanese proposition was pre-
sented in three' tables of comparison
in none of which was allowance made
for any sh p under construction No-

vember 11. except the Japanese
battleship Mutsu, rated by the Jap-
anese as completed, and by the Am-

erican experts as 98 per cent com-
plete.

"According to any of the three
calculations, the existing strength of
the Japanese navy amounts to about
70 per cent of the American navy,"
the Japanese communication said.
"It Is therefore the firm conviction
&t the Japanese experts that Japan
should have at least 70 per cent of
the navy compared with America's
100 per cent.'

The Japanese experts were verb-
ally informed that the United States
could not discuss "existing strength"
on the basis of the Japanese con
struction. Discussions between the
experts ended there.
